appetizer to the passerby. But behind 
he counter is a young man to whom 
t represents beginning again with a 
chance to come back. Two years ago 
he was ia Wall street. Today he sells 
soda and candy in a fishing settle- 
ment. 
When the firm of R. H. MacMasters 


& Co. went into bankruptcy in Febru- 
ary, 1922, with liabilities of almost 
two million dollars, Roy H. Mac- 
Masters turned in $30,000, all he had. 
Since then he has been trying to start 
over, but it has been a long, hard row. 
That is how the neat, green and white 
refreshment booth came to have its 
proprietor with the winning smile. 
Few of his customers have guessed 
just how much that smile cost. 


"I've got to start over, that's all!" 


MacMasters said 
the 
other day. 


"There's nothing to do but begin at 
the bottom and fight it out" 


Tried Many Jobs. 


"I tried all sorts of jobs," MacMas- 
ters said, "almost everything except 
day labor. Whatever it was it was al- 
ways the same. As soon as they knew 
who I was they didn't want me. Wher- 
ever I sent in my card they would 
say, 'MacMasters? The Wall street 
MacMasters? 
Sorry, 
but—" 
For 


awhile I sold insurance, 
but that 


didn't last long either. 


"Let people tell you what they want 


to, but it's hell to try to come back 
No, I don't think 111 ever go back on 
the street 
Not that kind of coming 


back, but I am coming hack. 
"I built .this myself," he explained 


pointingM ftfi latticed ice cream par- 
JpiC "It'sVtBje^first carpentry work I 
ever did, but it helps pass away the 
time. Yes, I painted the chairs, too. 
There's just a tarel iving here, but I 
have to do something. I'd have gone 
crazy if I hadn't 
You can go any- 


where, but you can't get away from 
your thoughts." 
When asked if he sometimes grew 


despondent MacMasters smiled, sort 
of a half smile, with doubtful humor. 


"Forget What Wa«." 


"Sometimes a fellow could do most 


anything to get rid of it," he said. 
"But it's not the square thing. There's 
nothing to do but face what is and 
forget what was. Begin over and 
fight it out; that's alL" 
MacMasters found a few friends 


who were willing to help him to the 
extent of getting the stand last fall. 
He moved in and spent the winter 
there, painting," -cleaning and prepar- 
ing it 
Now its attractiveness is in 


keeping with the courtesy of its pro- 
prietor. The stand is on a road that 
will be linked with the main automo- 
bile thorofares to the beaches. Mac- 
Masters keeps it open from 7 o'clock 
in the morning until, 11 o'clock at 
night—not because of the volume of 
business, but for the sake of having 
something to do.

tions.

State bank, Pleasanton, making a total re- 
fund of 20 per cent, and total* *12 8«< *2. 
Also dividend Is'o. 6 of 5 per cent by re- 
ceiver of the American State bank, Lincoln, 
makinr a total of all dividends to date of 
45 per cent. Thla dividend was for a total of 
126.130.04.

Also dividend No 1 from the receiver of 
the State bank of Cereico for 25 per cent. 
ThU latter bank closed December 51. 1920. 
with, deposits of *387,SOO and a draft was 
drawn on the 
guarantee 
fund of 1150,- 


Thls dividend totaled J25,482.32. 
These refunds should be credited to 


the guarantee fund account, the secre- 
tary informed the recipients.

After 1,000 bottles of wine, beer and 


whisky had been removed, T. W. Lit- 
tle, surveyor of the port of New York 
issued orders that not another bottle 
of the liquor still on the ship should 
be removed until tbe arrival of Dr. E 
K. Prague of the public health service 


Dr Sprague. it is understood, is to 


determine whether the entire stock of 
liquor is to be classed as "medicinal' 
and therefore legal.

compiling laws of all foreign countries 
concerning medicinal liquor supplies. 
Until they are codified the affidavits 
of the captain or foreign consuls in 
American ports will be required to 
urnish information as to the laws of 
he different countries. 
Customs agents boarded the Baltic 


and made a formal demand on Capt- 
John Roberts for the liquor, listed as 
surplus 
stock.

ordered his chief steward, A. T. Hat- 
trick, to show the agents the liquor. 


Before the customs officials were 


led to the liquor room, Captain 
Roberts handed them a formal pro- 
test from the ship owners, a copy of 
which will be dispatched to the British 
government.

ashore, John Watson, superintendent 
of the White Star pier, hurried on 
board with a message, which he said 
he received from the collector of cus- 
toms, ordering that the liquor remain 
on the ship pending further instruc- 
tions. The customs men then locked 
the door of the liquor room and estab- 
lished a guard.

International Labpr Bureau Shows 


That Allies, Canada, Chine 


and Japan Feels Re- 


sults of It. 


CiBNKVA. June 23.--That 
the OC-' . 


cupatiou of the Kuhr has had a mom 
KoriouB effect in increasing wholesale 
prices and as 
a consequence, in in- 


creasing the cost of living the entire 
world over, has just 
been 
demon- 


strated by world-wide statistics K»'»- 
ored by tho Interantlonal Labor Bu- 
reau. 


While naturally, France, Germany 


and Belgium, the countries most di- 
rectly affected hy the occupation of 
the Ruhr, were the first to show the 
repercussion on the cost of living 
this latter has now extended not only 
to all other European countries, but 
to 
Canada, Australia, 
China 
and 


Japan. 


Since the close of the war and the 


organization of the International La- 
bor Bureau, the latter has been able 
to establish one fixed law governing 
prices in all countries of fluctuating 
currency and exchange. 
This law 


demonstrates 
that 
every 
serious 


fluctuation in the value of the cur- 
rency or exchange of any country is 
first reflected in wholesale prices. 
It' 


the currency goes 
down, wholesale 


prices immediately go up. 
This in- 


crease is then quicklx extended to re 
tail prices and the whole cost of liv- 
ing is quickly affected. 


Currency Value'Slumped. 


The working out of this law consti- 


tutes the first element in the increase- 
is the cost of living that has resulted 
from the occupation of the Ruhr. Ger- 
man, French and Belgian currency all 
suffered immediately a heavy slump 
This 
then 
extended to wholesale 


prices, then to retail prices and finally 
to the cost of living generally in those 
countries. 


However, exchange is more or less 


of an international barometer, and the 
depreciation of German, French and 
Belgian currency carried down with it 
the exchange of Italy and other coun- 
tries that were not directly involved 
in the occupation of the Ruhr. All of 
these countries quickly suffered an in- 
crease in the cost of living. 


The second element that then en- 


tered into the general world-wide in- 
crease in wholesale prices and 
the 


consequent increase in the cost of liv- 
ing, 
was the disturbance of produc- 


tion caused by the occupation of the 
Ruhr. The cutting down thA-e of the 
'normal production of «oal, minerals 
and other product, naturally caused an 
increased 
demand in England, the 


United States and other producing 
countries where this naturally caused 
an increase in prices with an addi- 
tional repression on the cost of living. 


Prices in England. 


The general index number on whole- 


sale prices in England shows an in- 
crease of 2 per cent, but that of min- 
erals alone shows an advance of 8 
per cent. 


In France the 
index number of 


wholesale prices shows an increase of 
38 per cent over that for the begin- 
ning of 1922 and 17 per cent over that 
of the first of the present year. 


The index figures from the United 


States show an advance of 16 per cent 
for coal and from 10 to 13 per cent 
for iron, copper, tin and minerals gen- 
erally. 


The index numbers of the Scandina- 


vian countries, Switzerland, Canada, 
Australia, .China and Japan, all show 
increase on wholesale prices.

A correspondent writing In one of our exchanges 


Insists that the ordinances ought to be amended so as 
to forbid girls with bobbed hair from drising auto 
mobiles. He argues that any girl of an age that would 
permit her to run a car legally and who bobs her hail- 
thereby convicts herself of a lack of that stability ot 
character that ought to attach to operating an auto- 
mobile. We refrain from comment. Theie are getting 
to be so many girls in the offices now who run to 
bobbed hair that it is not altogether safe.
